Of Luther Rice 


* GREENVILLE, S. C. (BP) Gwen 
Cooper of Yazoo City, a layman and 
aaa of the Southern Baptist 
pg ortoany (SBC), visited the grave! 
uther Rie in rural South Carol- 
isn March 17 and laid a wreath at 
the resting place of the man he de- 
scribed as ‘‘the father of the Southern 
Baptist Convention.” 


Cooper.-described. Rice, mi sionary.. 
- and itinerant preacher, as

who more than any other iridividuat 
kindled- missionary interést in the 
hearts of Baptist people and in so do- 
ing gave them a sense of purpose, 
showed them the need for organiza- 
tion.”’ 

Rice, born’ in Northboro, Mass, in 
1783, traveled throughout the eastern 
United ‘States, preaching in the chur- 
ches and raising money to support 
foreign missionaries Ann and Adoni 
ram Judson and others. Rice found 
ram Judson and others. Rice found 
his warmest reception and greatest 
support among Baptists. He_is—fr-e- 


quently called ‘‘the father» of Baptist © 


foreign missions.”’ 

Rice became suddenly. ill while 
preaching in South Carolina and died 
Sept. 25, 1836. He was buried close 
by the door of. Pine Pleasant Baptist 
Church near’ Saluda, some 40 miles 
west of Columbia. 

Pine Pleasant Church was organiz- 
ed in 1832 and haé@ a strong congre- 


_ gation in the days when cotton was 


king among South Carolina farmers.

Mr. Graham said he has read most 
f the book, and added, ‘“‘My wite and 
both read it and then tore it up and 
lushed it down the toilet. I didn’t 
rant it around.” ‘ 
He declared that “tn2:: are ele- 
nents here that I‘don’t totally under- 
tand. But I do believe theré is a 
levil and I believe~demons do pos-. 
ess people. I believe demons can 
jarass people. Demons can influ nce 
relievers but I don’t believe heliev- 
rs can be possessed of the jevil. I 
hink we're dealing with a .«ry dan- 
lerous and very strange situation.” | 


The 55 - year - old evangelist de- ‘ 


cribed some of the strain involved’ 
i preaching at a mass -crusade.: “I 
wobably could not preach over a long 
veriod of time, in these big stadiums,” 
ie said. “I can get up and talk in a 
‘hurch or a small auditorium, say 


inder 10,000 (seats), and hardly know « 


*ve talked. When I talk in a stadium 
hat seats 40 or 50 thousand it’s siich 
in exhausting experience.” : 

Mr. Graham recalled that ‘I used 
o read that Billy Sunday stayed in 
xed ‘all-day long and I used to think 
vHat a lazy person 
lave been, But now I understand. It 
akes me all day long to get up enou- 
zh strength to preach at night at these 
jig stadiums. That was not true 15 
years ago. But at my age...” 

Hé described some of the things that 
1appen in the evangelical world when 
a prominent person like singer John- 
1y Cash makes a public profession 
of faith in Christ. 

“One of the things that happens in 
the evangelical world is that when a 
person like that does come to Christ 
hundreds of evangelicals immediate- 
ly pull at him,’ Mr. taken saad: 


he must, 


“This is true when a wealthy mane 
finds Christ. All the. evangelical or- 
ganizations go right after his money. 
This causes them to have reactions, 
to pull back. One of .the- things I’ve 
learned —*didn’t always know, but 
I’ve learned '— is to be ‘careful with 
a novice and let a person go with the. 
Lord’a while before we rush in on 
him.” 

The evangelist made several obser 
vations on Christian unity: 
. “I think we’re one now in Christ. 
Those who. know the Lord as their 
personal savior are already members 
of the same body . . .I think we tan 
let the Holy Spirit run His own busi- 
ness and some people wil] go on be- 
ing Pentecostal and some will go on 


being Baptist, and being Presbyterian - 


and“I certainly think the Southern 
Baptists will go on’ being Southern 
Baptists. We-sometimies feel we don’t 
need anybody.” 

In response to questions about the 
energy crisis and other political and 
economic problems, Mr. Graham 
commented: 

“It (energy) has made us all aware 
of our limitations as a nation. I think 
the inflation problem is going to get 
worse. . . This happened at the start 
of both world wars. People . lose 
confidence in paper money.-: 

“I think the Vietnam war, Water- 
gate and all its furor, the inflation

ing politically, all of this. . .well, we 
should listen to God while we can.”

On the other hand, there is a 
sense in which the minister is 
honor bound~to reveal ‘all he 
knows — for he is to preach the 
unsearchable riches of God. He 
is to unveil the hidden secrets 
of the Almighty.

Jim And Susie Hartfield Of Me exico_ 


Now that spring ‘has come again to 
Mississippi you may see .Jim Hart- 
field fishing at the reservoir'or play- 
ing golf somewhere in the Jackson 
vicinity. And again, you may not. He 
may not find the time. But that’s 
what he says he likes to do in the 
spring. 

This week he and his wife, Susie, 
were on program at the state WMU 
Convention in Starkville. On a sunny 
Saturday a couple of weeks ago I 
saw them at Camp Garaywa, at 
Queens’ Court. Their Missions F air 
exhibit reminded me of the crafts 
sheps in Tlacquepaque, with bright 
embroidered blouses, Aztec calendars, 
silver.jewelry, ponchos, and pottery. 

I first met the Hartfields in Guadal- 
ajara in 1966. At that time,.‘ their 
home was open to MKs who wished 
to go to the American High School in 
that‘ city. Since then, however, they 
have moved to Mexigo,City where, Mr. 
Hartfield is president of the Mexican 
Baptist mission, the group of Southern 
Baptist missionaries serving: “ in 
Mexico. 

Late last summer they moved to 
2334 Coronet Place, Jackson, Ms., for 
their furlough year — /imissionary 
house owned by the Alta Woods 
Church. ‘‘This is the first time in 20 
years .that we have lived in Missis- 
sippi,”” Mrs. Hartfield explains. ‘“‘And 
we are really enjoying it. This has 
been an even greater furlough than 
the one we had in Maryland — and 
we wauld-not have thought that possi- 
ble,’’? Missionaries to~Mexico stay on 
the field usually around four years be- 
tween furloughs. 

‘Though they were both born in Mis- 
sippi, and ‘both are MC graduates, he 
was secretary of Training Union and 
Baptist Convention, and they were liv- 
ing in Baltimore, when they made the 
decision to go into mission service. (He « 


- holds an M.R.E. degree from New Or- 


leans Seminary.) They were appointed 
by the Foreign Mission Board in De- 
cember, 1960. Then after language 
study in Costa Rica they went to Mex- 
ico in 1963. 

“Since a missionary from Mexico 
has not lived in the state for many 
years, people here are much interest- 
ed in hearing about Mexico,” Mr. 
Hartfield has-noted: He says they 
have certainly experienced no diffi- 
culty in arranging speaking appoint- 
ments. They. have spoken in churches ~ 
all over the state; from Long Beach 
to the outskirts of Memphis. Their 
busiest time to date was in the fall, 
during the Lottie Moon Offering « em- 
phagis. 

He has been guest lecturer at least 
once for one of Professor Norman 
O’Neal’s classes at Mississippi Col- 
lege.

Sunday School Lesson: Life and Work

_ MaNc 14:1-52 

Recently, I saw a film, “To Die To- 
day”’ in which a young man of thir- 
ty who had Hodgkins disease was in- 
tervieWed. He acceptéd death with a 
coolness that at first bothered me. He 
said. “If you are going to die you are 
going to die,’’ Fhis person in his own 
way had accepted’ death as a part of 
the life process. 

Did:Jesus accept death in the same 
way? Too often we forget that Jesus 
was both human and divine. We see 
him trying to teach his disciples that 
the messiah must be mistreated and 
killed. This was so strange to them 
that they had to be told over and over. 
Jesus knew that ‘he was born to die 
for the sins of all mankind but still 
he was human. 

No one wants to die at thirty-three; 
and st of all does: any man want 
to die in the agony of .a cross. It was 
at this point in the life of Jesus that 
we see his supreme struggle to sub- 
mit his will-to the will of God. Mark 
14:32-42 is no play - acting.-In those 
minutes of Jesus’ agony, the salvation 
of all the world hung in the balance. 
In all reverence for our Lord, we see 
Jesus learning the lesson that every- 
one must some dayPiearn - learning 


how to. accept what he could not un- . 
derstand. “I tries our'faith: Every « 


man has his private Gethsemane, and 
every man must learn to say ‘Thy 
will be done.” But how does a per- 
son come to this point in his spir- 
itual growth? 

When Jesus went to Gethsemane he 


wanted human fellowship and God’s . 


fellowship, When we enter into our 
private Gethsemane to struggle with 
life and death propositions, we too.
